cept thereof; bur as for the malcvolent and ignorant, I am moſt con. 
fident that the quils they ſhall dart at me, cannot gocas from a Por.

ſo much liked and beloved of all, in my poore jadgement, it ſhould 
ſuit very well with every Gentleman of worth, ranke, and quality, 
| to endeavour (ifnor to breed, yetat leaſt)to be mafters of ſuch Hor- 
ſes (which he muſt keep) that ſhall be truely handſome and comely, 
rightly bred, ef good colour, cleane ſhape, well marked, and fingy- 
larſy well ridden and made, and fo he ſhall the berter advance his 
| honour and reputation. 
| Having now bred, or otherwiſe by thy diligeat endeayours attai- 
| ned unto ſuch Horſes as be truely good,and for thy turnezthe ſecond 
thing to be thought of, is, if they be not already made unto thy hand 
as thoudeſireſt to have them, that thou then doe procure ſuch a Ri- 
| der, who is known to be a maſter of his Art, or otherwiſe than wilt 
| be much deceived, and farre toſecke of enjoying thy wiſhed defires, 
0 and therefore I have given thee inftructions how to make thy choice 
| of ſuch a man, Rh thou ſhalt not be wronged in thy expeRa- 
- | tion, nor thy Horſe marred in his firſt making and handling, Neither 
| have I taken upen me to teach him his Art, (torthat were a thing ve- 
| | ry impertinent) but choſe documents which I have ſet thee downe 
mult ſerve onely to ſhew thee how thou ſhouldeſt ſoone finde whe. 
ther the Rider may be for thy turno or not.

And tothe end thou mayeſt the more perfcly and calily under- 
ſtand the full driftand ſumme of this my firſt Booke,l will here give 
unto thee an Epitome of it in a tew lines, which may doe thee much | 
pleaſure ih the peruſal thereof. 

In the Introduction, I ſhew thee how needfull a creature the Horſe 
is beyond all others, and what admirable things Horſes in former 
times have perpetrated and done, whereof I produce thee inſtances | 
| of the famous ads of ſundry brave and-generous Horſes, whoſe love | 
totheir Maſters have been ſogreat grear, as hardly to be credited, if 
ancient Hiſtories and Annals of gocd integrity, had not ecngraven 


them in the memory of never-dying poſterity. Wereade of Bucepha- | 
lus what he did for the good, life, and ſafety of his Maſter; ot the | 
Horſe of Die»yſime,with what undauntedcourage he comported him- | 
ſelfe in bart<ll for the relicfe and ſuccour of his Lord; it is recorded | 
alſo of the Horſe of 4ntiochws, what ill ſucceſle befell Centurenus, 
who when he had ſlaine Aztiochwes, would needs backe the Horle of 
his ſlaine Maſter. It is alſo noted what inly love Njcomedes bis Horic | 
bare to his Lord and Maſter, when after his death of meere gricfe, 
famiſhed himfelfe. We reade of Aethon,the Horſe of Palkes, who was | 
evidently obſerved and {cen to weep at the funcrall of his Maſter. | 
Silixs makes report of two famous Horſes called Pelorwe and Cireac, W- 
the one eminent for his prowefle and hardineſle in warre, and the 0- 
ther for his unparalclled ſwiftneſſe. Moreover we may reade, how 
that this Sou creature hath ſo well merited of man, as that many 
have creed Monuments and Sepulchers, celebrated Excquies, buil- 
dedand founded munificent Cities, ſer up Pyramidics, made Epi- 
taphs, creed goodly Statues, inſtituted Playes and Games; and all 
theſe in honour ofthe Horſe; beſides many other remarkable things 
right worthy of note. |

the ſeaſon when, the place where,together with the colours, marks, 
and ſhapesas well of thy Stalions.as of thy Race,or Stud Mares,and

f | man, ſometimes his apprentice bred up by him, from whom Xippe- 
' ſerv hath had his education and knowledge ian this Art : theſe be all 
' the Dramatis perſane tO this Scene. Wherefore in the firſt Chapter, 
| ' I doe endeavour to illuſtrate unto thee the true Office of the Ferrier, 
; wherein I do produce an cxa®t cxamen of his funRion. 
| Inthe ſecond Chapter, I do inculcate as well thecauſcs of health 
 asof ſickneſſe, whercin I make an abridgement of all tholc things 
 whichalllearned Phbyſitians and Chirurgions (both antient and mo. 
|  dern do from the grounds and principlesof profound Philoſophy) 
| : finde to govern and beare rule in the body of the Horſe, wichout 
| | which he can have no fleſh, bones, finewes, bloud, or lite it ſelfe, 
' wherewith to make up the cntire ſtxucture of an orginall body, and 
| {uch are firſt the Elements; ſecondly, the Humours, thirdly, the na- 
| turall faculties; fourthly, the inftrumentall members; fifthly, che 
| ſpirits animall; ſixtly, the yu vitall; ſeventhly, the naturall parts, 
| and ſo of the reſidue. And havipg ſufficiently diſcuſſed all theſc 
| things in duc order and method, I do then ſhewthee what meancs 
| we have to preſerve the Horſe from all inward diſeaſes, which Idoc 
 finde to be foure in number, viz. By Purge, by Sweat, by Phlcbo- 
tomy, and by Vomit : and thenT do procced to inculcate untothee 
the cauſes of health and long life, which I do make to be in number 
| twelve, which if thou do well obſerve, they will redound to thy 
f | great utility and profit. 
: In the third Chapter I do demonſtrate certaine things moſt bekit- 
ting a Ferriertoknow and underſtand well, before he ſhall take up- 
| 0n him to adminiſter: inthe handling whereof I do begin firſt with 
the foure Elements, anatomizing untothee their true natures and ver- 
| tues, and how and where they be fcituate, things moſt needfull to be 
| known; then I goe along with the two proper Elements, ſhewing 
| from whence the ſced and menſtruall bloud is ingendred,cheal paſte

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forwards in intreating ot\the toure Humours, cxplaining their na- 
tures and vertues, poynting unto the places of the abode and rcli- 
dence, and what relation and coherence they have unto the foure 
Complexions, I doalſo ſhcwthee what are the two ſpirits aninall, | 
and the two vital], their natures vertues, and places of abode and rc. | 
fidence in the body of the Horſe. Afterallthis I ſhew thee, that by | 
duly obſerving the complexion of the Horſe thou artto cure, thou | 
mayeſt thereby the ſooner, better, and with more {ceurity and calc, 
perfeRthy Cure; nay, 1 goc yet further with thee, in ſhewing unto | 
'| thee anexaRt way whereby to know by the complexion it lclte, the 
diſcaſes whereunto the Horle is moſt propenſcy then I make known | 
whatbe the cauſes of the evill diſpoſitions ofthe Horſe, which bring. 
cth and begerteth unavoydable infirmity and fickneſſe, whetcofthey 
be twa ianumber, vis.

ter for manuring and tilling the carth, an&4o cauſe ic to produce its 
fruits; none more uſctull for bringing in the fruits of the carth; none 
more bchoofetull to beare and carry him his long and tedious jour. 
| neyes, in heat and cold, through thick and thin, by night and day, 
none better to carry him from danger, and to land his maſter at the 
port of ſafety, then the Horſe : and for his paſtimes and recreations, 
| no creature tobecompared to this.: neither is there any creature 
| created by the great Creator of all things, which doth fo pertetly 
underſtand and connive with the nature and minde of man, or that 
bearcth a morc inly love to man, as doth this poore creature:the 


{ Horſe; for upon all occafions he ſweateth, hetrudgeth, hetoyleth, 


he drudgeth, he moyleth, he laboureth pro wiribas, with great alacri 
ty 2nd cheerefuln: fle(ſo long as his vitall ſpirits laſt) to give com- 
rt and content to him that tcedeth and cheriſheth himy yea and that 
(1 fav) with ſuch joy and alacriy, as if (like to a reaſonable creature) 
he found himſelfe obliged thereto inthe bond of all ſincere dy and 
gratitude. For ſhould I ſpeake rather like a Philoſopher then a Chri- 
ſtian, I could not but agnize nature to be admirable in all her works,

wherein man doth owe unto herinfinite,and thoſe very great thanks, 
inthat ſhe hath accommodated and plentifully furniſhed him with all 
things necdfull tor his uſe; asalfo in that ſhe hath propagated (a- 
moneſt all other) the Hofſe, the moſt uſcfull for the ſervice of man, 
and who beſt acknowledgeth his Maſter. And that this may be the 
better anatomized,I will ſhew you what finde recorded by authenti- 
call Aathors of the excellency of this praiſe-worthy creature. 

The 1o-much-renowned Bucephalus, who carried his Maſter 
through ſo many conquered yy 7a ſeryes for an example to all 
cn(uing ages, who would not ſuth | 
backe him, who ſeemed to be proud what time he carried ſo glori- 
ous and victorious a charge, and it is alſo writtenof him, that being 
woundcd at the ficge and facking of Thebes, he carried him courag1- 
ouſly through the troops and throngs ofall the combatants, with 1n- 
credible valour and courage, nothing atall eſteeming or prizing the 
loſſe of his bloud, being moſt defirous, and no lefle willing to do his 
maſter all faithfull ſervice, rothe utmoſt of his power, and to the ef- 
| fuſion of the laſt drop of his bloud, labouring to purchaſe unto him- 
ſcIfe by his (not to be parallelled) valour, and his-refolute perſeve- 
rance, a victorious advantage over theenemy. What never-dyi 
high renown, the hotle of Czſar got, I hold little 1pferiour to rhatof 
Bucephalus? Dionyſins the tyrant of Sicily, ina great and well-fought 
battell, was himiclfe ſo hard put to it,that he was conſtrained rofor- 
ſake his horſe, nevertheleſle the poore beaſt made;ins waythrough 
the throngs of the enemy; who all bloudy and nnery as he was, pat 
him to a randevous his Stable. Cemanrettms of Galaria, having in bat- 
taile aine Antiochme, he ina bravado mounted his horſe, who ſoone 
found by good experience, (albeit no whit to his advantage ) that the 
{aid horle retained a reſentment of the death of his ſlaine Miſter, for 
the horſe ſo ſooneas he feltthis his new Lord upon his back, never 
gave oncr flinging, yarking, plunging, and bownding, commanding 
the Bit with his teeth, launching owt ſometimes this way, ſometimes 
that way, with ſo great impetuoſiry and fury, that at length he caſt 
his raſh rider tothe earth, and then fellto him with his heeles, redou- 
bling his ſtrokes in ſo thick and violent a manner, not erving over till 
he had ſlain him our-right, whereby he'gave him little cauſe to rri- 
umph and glory in his temerarious attempt. We reade of Nicomedes, 
King of Bitbynia, whoſe Horſe ſo ititirely loved him, as that his Ma. 
ſter was no ſooner dead, but the Horſe preſently forſooke his mear, 
and ſo continued, untill ſach time as he languiſhing for very griefe, 
dycd of famine. Y:reil, the Princeof Poets, maketh honourable men- 
tion of Acthon, the Horſe of Pallas, ſonne of Evander, who ſaith that 
this Aethon being preſent at the funcrall othis maſter, wept for ſor: 
row, as theſe two verſes do incalcate :

Silius Italics in his ninth Book, doth highly extoll two horſes, to 
wit, Pelor:s and Cirews, ſpeaking of them inthis manner : 


Ready Pelorus was 10th hand and rayne, 
obedient ſtill, and of a generous ftr aine - 

Hearing hu Maſters voyce, Cirzus hies, 
"Fore the beholders, and the winde of flies, 


Thetracablenefle and love that the Horſe beareih to man, have 
been the occaſion that ſundry great perſonages have reciprocally an- 
{weredit, by erecting of Statues,and by building of moſt famous Ci- 
ties tothcir honour 2nd memory. Alexander betore mentioned, foun- 
ded an opulent City in honour of Baceph.1lus, and gave it his name, 
and celebrated his exequies. The Egyptians ereted moſt magnifi- 
cent Piratnides, and ſumptuous ſepulchres to ſuch horls, as had ſer- 
ved tacm well in their warres. Ocavims Ceſar, and after him, Adrian 
the Emperour, interred their Horſes with great pomp and ſolemni- 
ties, and cauſed famous Epitaphs to be Engraven upon their monu. 
ments. The Emperour Commod#s,did the like to his Horle Parſinus, 
and commanded that he ſhould be buried inthe Fatican. Rommlus did 
inſtitnte Playesand Games called Equitie ,in honour of Horſes, and 
cautcd them to be preſented in the ficld of Mars. The Ethiopians did 
| ſo bighly eſteem oftheſe noble creatures, as that they armedtheir 
Helmets with theskins of Horſes, ſuffering their cares to remain on, 
and they did weare their tayles upon their Creſts, like as now a daics 
men uſe their plumes. Other nations have done the like, who held 


Horſes in no little eſteem. We reade of a Roman Empcrour, who |---. 


made his Horſe a S:.nator. The ancient Afſtrologers have likewiſe at-| 
tributed ſo much to Horſes, that they have placed one winged a- 
mongſt the cceleſtiall fignes; The Poets hold that the Fountaine 
(where the nine Muſes uſed to bath themſelves, and to drink) ſprang 
up, by the blow of the foot which Pegaſus gave againſt the two topr 
bill, Parnaſſus. Neptune, God of the Sea, is ſurn:med Hippiasz by rea- 
{on thar (asthe Poets doe fable) the firſt Horſe that was ever ſeen, 
received his origen from him, orfrom a ſtone whereon Neptune had 
poured water. 1 here remaineth much mote to be ſaid 'in honour of 
the Horſe, then their hath been already dclivered, Wherefore omit- 
ting further Encomjums;and attributes, I haſten to marcers ot greater 
conſequence. Sithence therefore thecatc ſo ſtandeth, thit ihis dumb 


creature is by Almighty God givenunto man, as a creature of foule.

defended pro & con, that maketh men fearctull to 
bring that to publique view, which long practice 
8 and experience hath brought them to know and 
W underſtand to be moſt true and infallible : Never-

My counſell therefore is, that ſuch generous ſpirits, unto whom 


Almighty God hath extended his benigne hand, wouldtake to their 
| conſideration, how needfull a thing it is for themto lay hold 
| | | uponthis ſo noble and profitable a bleſſing and benefit, by applying 
their beſt carc and diligence to breed, good, able, and ſerviceable 
Horſes, which may beas calily performed, and ina manner with as 
litle coſt, as in breeding Iades and Baffles, nnuſefull and unprofita- 
ble. For by procuring a good and able Stud of choice Mares, and by 
endeavouring to get ſelec Stallions, which for mettle, ſpirit, ſhape, 
colour, marks, and the like, ſhall be known to be rightly bred, and 
truely generous, as well (I ſay) the Mares as the Stallions z and theſe, 
young, handſome, of fize indifferent, that is, neither too ſtall, nor 
too large, long-legged or under-bodied; but well knit, limb'd, and 
joynted; it will be beyond all peradventure but that you ſhall have 
Horſes fit wherewith to ſerve your Country upon all occafions, and 


your own turn and your friends, andacquire to your ſelfe no ſmall 
honour 
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- | honour and commendations both from your Prince, and the weale 
ublique. And this the better to bee performed, you muſt un- | 
derſtand that ſome things are neceſlary to be conſidered, Firſt, that | 
your grounds be fit for —_—_ and thoſe not tobe ſuchas be low, | 
wet, fenny, mooriſh, or mariſh; but they muſt be paſtures upland, | 
hilly, and in ſome places ſtony and rocky, tor grounds of this nature | 
are very profitable for your Colts, to ſcope, run, and play in, it hel-. 
h their winde, it knutcth their joynts, and hardeneth and maketh 
tough their hooves: ſome of your grounds ought alſo notto be with- : 
out Jnderwoods, Buſhes, Furſells, Broome, and the like; theſe will | 
ſerve for ſhelter at what time the cold windes doe blow : the reſidue / 
of your grounds ought to have Lawnesand Plains, whercin ſhould | 
be betcer graſle thenthe former; and in theſe Lawnes, is needtull | 
there ſhould be great Oakes, and ſuch like timber-trecs for them 
whereby to ſhelter them from the ſcorching ſunne in the extreame 
heats, eſpecially during the time of the Canicular dayes; and theſe | 
trees will alſo defend them fromthe buzzing and ſtinging Fly, which 
otherwiſe would greatly annoy and afflit them : you muſt alſo ac- 
commodate your grounds with partitions convenient, as well for 
change, which ſometimes is moſt requiſite, as alſo whereby to legre. 
ecach ſort of cattell by it ſelf;as your young and old,raſe or bree- 
ding Mares by themſelves, your weanlings by themſelves, your Fil- 
lyes by themſelves, and your ſtoned Colts by themſclves,according 
aS your beft judgement ſhall difate; otherwiſe your breed will be in | 
confuſion,and come to nothing, and ſo you may run the hazard, to | 
loſe both your coſt and paines. Places muſt be alſo made apart, wher- | 
in both your Mares with fole, and thoſe who have their Colts ſuck- 
ing upon them, may run by themſelves with all quietneſle and reti- 
redneſſe; and every of theſe partitions muſt be 10 {ufficiently fenced, 
a$that nc one ſort of cattell can breakeintorthe other. And I doe yet 
further adviſe, that theſe grounds be well turniſhed with ſweet and | 
wholeſome water,whereot ought not to be any want, cither in win- 
ter or ſummer, for otherwiſe you may endanger the tainting and ſur- 
tetting of them, 
Furthermore, that certaine Sheds and Hay-houles be erected for 
them to be tedin during the time of the winter, when grafle is ſcanty 
and not ſo much nouriſhing, and the cold winds, troſts, raines; 
and ſnowes, may greatly pinch and annoy them; in which hoyſi ngs, 
would be ſct up Rackes and Mangers whereatto feed them; there 
would alſo be laid cleane ftraw tor them to lye upon, which will ve- 
ry much comfort and keep them warm : But above all, the greateſt 
care muſt be had to the fences in generall, whether wall (which isc-' 
vermorethe beſt) pale, quickſets, broad ditches, or high banks, tet , 
they ſhould at any time x wor forth, and treſpaſſe your netghbours | 
to baſtardize, and wrong your breed: and you ought allo to inftitute 
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be to make his tence-walke morning and evening,as duly as any wel- 
experienced Keeperor Wood-man doth his Palc-walke, to fee that 
the fences be faſt, and his cattell ſafe : and ler him not taile every day 
once at the leaſt, to take a true tale avd inventary of every ſort of cat. 
tcl} he hath in his ſeverall grounds, for feare apy ſhould be miſſing, 
or ſome misfortune befalne any of them; and it hee ſhall finde any 
wanting, let him not reſt ſearching, untill he hath found it; and itt 
be in danger or ſicke, let him not give overhimſelfe if he can, (other- 
wiſe let him haſtc to call company and ſtrength enough)to free it out 
of harmes way. 
Now as touching the grounds themſclves, as I would not have 
them too rich, or too rank and deep with grafle; 1o muſt they not be | 
too barren, ſhort, and moſſe; for as well in this ſubjeR;,as inall other 
things, the golden meane is evermore to be preferred. Having thus 
provided your ſelfe of a Stud of the choiceſt and ableſt Mares, for 
age, colour, ſhape, and marks, your Stallions alſo of like attributes 
yourcare mult beto ſce your Mares well covered, forin this chiefly 
conſiſteth thelite and quintefſence of your breeding. Be you therefore 
marvellous carefull, that neither your Stallion or Mare, have any of 
theſe enſuing defects; viz.ncither Moon-eyes, watry-eyes,or Bloud- 
ſhotren-eyes, or other detectin their eyes or fight, no taint in their | 
wind by Glanders or otherwiſe, no way ſubje& to Mainge, Mallen- 
der, Sellender, Splents,Spaven, Curb, Ring»bone, Scratches, Kybed- 
heeles, or any other thelike ſorances; that they be not Cock-throp- 
led, but their Throples very looſe; tor let either Stallipn or Mare 
have any of theſe maladics, then be you well aſſured their. Colts will 
take them as hereditary from their Parents : inſomuch as when you 
cſteem your ſelfe confident of ſuch young Horſcs, you ſo much'de- 
| ſired to be maſter of, you will be miſtaken; for inſtead of a Stirrier or 
Horſe for mannage, you have bred him fit for nought clfe bur'the 
plough; and in the place of a Hunter, he proves a Mil-horſc; and in 
hope you had a Horſe fora Courſe, he proves for no betrer uſe but 
the Cart; and him youdeſire to have for your own Pad-{addle, you 
will be conſtrained to ſcll him toa Cartier, to beare a Pack-ſaddle 
with a burthen.

To cometointreat of the time moſt firting for covering ,your 
Mares, let that be ſodone, that they may caſt their Foles in the-dead 
' of winter; as cither in Decemder, or Ianuary : for duringtbeir time 
of going with Folec, to wit, from the. day of their Covering;uhts that 
oftheir Foling, is commonly 12 months, and 16idayes; yet ſonie do 
aver,they doe want 11 dayes of 12 moneths, of which computation

Andtherefore 1 
could wiſh all breedeys co obſerve with me the ſame courle, and thry 
ſhalt Ende this account to fall out juſt as I have delivered, If your 
Mare be covered about S. Lacies day, which isthe 13 of December, 
then will ſhe fole about S. Thomas day the lame month inthe yeare 
foHlowing: But before you ſuffer her to be covered, let neither the 
Stallion or Mare be it graſſe, but takeninto the houſe, ſixe weekes or 
amoncth at the leaſt; during which time, ler them be both very well 
fed with good old Hay and Oates well duſted and ſifted, to the end 
may have ſtrength and ſeed ro pertorme the office for which

done, let the Stallion be led forth towards her, bctwixt two or more 
luſty ſtrong men who may be able to maſter him 1f he ſhould prove | 
unruly, and let him leap herz and let this be done ina moraing be- 
times faſting; which done, another man ſtanding by with a pou of 
cold water ready in his hand, in the very time when the Horlc is dif- 
mounting, let him caſt the cold water upon her ſhape, which by rea- 
{on of the coldneſle, the ſtrength of the caſter, and the ſuddenneſle 
thereof, will cauſe her to ſhrinke in, and trufle up her body, and it 
will be the meanes to make her retaine the ſeed inthe matrix, other- 
wiſe the womb would not peradveature ſo ſoone cncloſe it, but for 
ſometime after, howſoever the womb would draw together,but not 
ſo ſuddenly, whereby upon the Mares motion, there might be ſome 
danger of diflolving.

After ſhe hath been thus Cove- 
red, you ſhall know whether or not ſhe hath cither conceived, or loſt, 
or caſt her ſeed, by many evident ſymptomes which will appeare to 
your eyc; forif ſhe retatneth a good ſtomacke to her meat, and ſo 
continueth, ifſhe doc not neigh at hearing or {igtit of other horſes, if 
ſhe donot piſle oft times in the day, caſteth not hereye about gazing 
continually at every noiſc ſhe heareth, pricketh notup her c:ircs, and 
that in three or foure daies after her Covering, her belly ſeemeth to 
be more gaunt, her hayre 'more flicke and cluſc.to herskin, ſhewing 
ofa brighter colour, and ſhe ſeemeth to fall away and become leane: 
if (I ſay) any of theſe Symptomes doe appeare 1n her, then 1s it ane; 
vident ſigne ſhe hath kept her ſeed and conceveth, but it the contrary 
appcare 1n her, then hath ſhe loſt iz, and engendreth nor. 

But as for offering her the Horſe againe ten. dayes alter, together 
with ſuch like circumſtances,I hold them impertinent tor this place, 
being ſo frequently knowne and practiſed, and therefore my labour 
may well be ſpared.

'by this meanes you have broken the curd, knobs, and knots, caufing 
heih tobe diflolyed. And as for the water which ſhe is to drinke for 
| \dmetime after her foling, let it be either ſweet Maſhes, or white 
*warer,& a moneth after her foling, give her a Maſh, putting thereinto 
{the powder of Brimſtone,or Savin, orthe like, which will be a great 
preſervation of the Colt; & thenif ſhe be moderately laboured cither 
at Plough or Harrow, if ſhe will draw, as well the Mare as Colt will 
| proſper the better; provided ſhe be kept from raw meat while ſhe re- 
| maineth inthe Stable, by which mcanes ſhe will the ſooner recover 
64 C ſtrength, | 
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ſtrength, luſt, and courage, and have ſtore of good milke; which will | 
cauſe the Coltto thrive the better, and to grow to; be of the/gteater | 
bone, which above all things is a mantcr of greateſt conſsquence. | 
And that you ſuffer not the Colt to lutke the Mare when ſhe:com- 
meth from worke, untill ſhe be throughly cold, left therebyyou tur-

Thus much I have thought fit to handle of this ſubje; and albeir 
I have laboured herein to attaine to brevity ,neverthclefle rhe premil': 
ſes well conſidered, I ſhall not youny offend in prolixity,howfoever 
this my manner of breeding being diftcrent from'the old revoived cu- 
ſtomes, will not(I doc aſſure me paſſe voyd of cenſure. Burastouch- 
ing old cuſtomes, thus much I doc averre, that as they are ity many 
caſcs of that force, as nolaw is able to abrogatez ſo. on the:contrary 
part, many ofthem are {o*abſard and ridiculous, as nothing can be | 
more; for what ſaith the civill Law.* ' Thoſe things which by event or 
ſucceſſe of time are found'1q be pernicious 'or #l, even theſe things 
ought to be repealed, yea albeit they were at the firſt fannd profitable. Which 
ground holdeth good innothing ſo-much as1n old cuſtomes, for of 
their abſurdities, Iam ableto produce.inftances nota few, howſoever 
with many, 1t « one of Hercules greateſt labour; to beat many « man from 
hu old cuſtomes be they never ſo bad, albeit Caffome is « meere tyrant, and | 
hs ſever aignty moſt inſafferable, as a grave Author very welt obſcr- 
veth, | | 
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How to make and order your Stable. 


AENAving thus waded into this myſtery of breeding, 
& TIholditathing very bchoovefull to be hand- 
Y led, how your Stable oughtto be accommoda- 


ted. Firſt therefore your Stable ſhould beſcitu- 
ate where the ayre is wholeſome; 'pure, and 

o0d, and the ground dry;: the ſtruturerwould 
be either of fxee Stone or Bricke, but Bricke is 
beſt, moſt wholeſome and warmeſt :, beljdes 
this benefit Brick hath, which Stone hath not, of being very dry, for 
Stone will weep, and ſweat drops of water againſt raine and miſty 
weather, which begetteth damps, and cauſeth rhumes in Horſes. 
Your Stable ought not to have any unſavory Gurter, Channell, or 
| Sinke neare to it; no Takes, Hogſtics, or Hen-rouſt, whereby to an- 
noy it. It would be alſo ſecled: over head, and have ſtrong doores, 
with lockes, bolts, and barres unto it. The Racke would nor be made 
too high, or too low, but placed in an indifferent proportion, and fo 
artificially ſer, that neither the duſt or hay-ſccds may fall mm his 
ane, 
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' Manc, or upon his necke and face. The Manger would be ſet at an in- 
different height, made deep, and of one entire piece, 'as well for 
| ſtrength, as for conveniency to be kepe Hycet and'cleane. Let the 
flore be pitched with Flint, and not planked. The windowes would 
be made with handſome ſhuts and caſcments, and well glazed, as 
wellto keep out cold and wind, asalfo (when there may be cauſe) to 
letin thecoole and freſhayre. Againe, take heed there be no lome 
wall or plaiſter, ſo neareas that' the Horſe may reach thereto with 
bis mouth: for upon that he will gnaw, which may doe him much 
prejudice, and be the cauſe of much dangerous fſicknefle, for Lome 
and Lime- are ſuffocating things, they will infe& and purrifie the 
bloud, endanger the Lounges, and be no friend to his winde : neither 
ſufferany dung to lye neare him. Furthermore there would be made 
a faire Loft whercin to lay Hay, and convenient lodging chambers 
for your Groomes, whoſe neareneſle, rogether with their care and 
vigtlancy might prevent many dangers and inconveniences which 
may accrue unto your Horſes by night. Alſoleta neat Saddle-houſe 
becontrived with Bimgs for Provender, and in it Prefles, wherein to 
lay up the Saddles; Bridles, and all other 'furniture | appertaining to 
Hortcs; and an Aqua-dut wherewith to bring water to the Stable. 
A y, other Stals would be creed remote, wherein upon ©c- 
caſionto ſever the ficke from the found. Many other accoutrements 
thereare belonging to a perfe& Stable,- as'partitions'with boards, 
ſts, and barres, with pins driven iato cvery poſt, whereon to han 
Bridles and the like; ſhelves alſo faſtned to the wall ſerving for many 
uſes, toplace neceſlaries upon, &c. which being knownto all men, 
will be necdlefle for me here torepeate,. -- k 
But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving, rather then planking 
yout flore, preferring planks as warmer, ahd much better thenMine 
ora pitched flore can be; as alſo for that itis 4 new thing, litrle pra- 
Riſed, and ſcldome heard. mT TEDDY 
But give melcave (I pray) a little to inform your: undetſtanding 
inthis one point, by which means your judgement may fortunetebe 
much berttered. Firſt therefore, whereas novelty may be o_—_ I 
ſhall moſt cafily affoile that point, even fromthe ſclts-fame- ground 
in the civill Law, which I inſerted in the conclufion of the precedent 
chapter, wiz. Thatthings tound to be prejudiciall,oupht tobeirthi- 
bired, although they might be thought needful, and-g004-'in fore 
known times.

Firſt, | 
itis much more durable and laſting, ſuppoſing thefloreto/be | 
by an expert workman: Secondly, it is:lefſe-charge'by muchy and | 
therefor in that point the betrer:!Thirdly;/for a Horfeto Random | 
tinually upon a pitched flore,itemboldnerh his tqer antderealling rhe | 
work Fourthly,itis themoſt excellentrhing that mayo fries 
who arcunſhod; for it hardneth their hooves, ſoas byeuſtomeitin 
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| ting thereat, to flinging,. lIcaping, bounding and plunging; till they 
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will be as bold to. goc upon ſtones, rocky and hard wayes, as Horſes 
that arc ſhod: neither will a pitched flore ſuffer the hoote to goe a- 
broad in manner of an Oyſter: beſides the uſe thereof will make their 
hooves more tough, durable, and hollow, infomuch as whenthey 
ſhallcome to be ſthod, and to have exerciſe, they will carry their 
ſhoocs much longer, better, and with more eaſc' then otherwiſe, if 
they had becn uſed toa planked flore. 

Now on the contrary part, which concerneth the planked flore, 
that (I ſay) cannot in realon be ſo good by many degrees. Firſt, itis 
more ſlippery, out of which reaſon a metcled horſe may ſoone bein | 
danger to be lamed or ſpoyled by ſome ſudden flip, whereof I have 
had often expericnce, which a pirched Stable is nor ſo ſubjeR unto: | 
Secondly,the plapks often times ſhrinking,the Hurſe(eſpecially if he 
be a ſtirricr who is accuſtomed tocurvet in the Stable) may cafily 
breake a plank, and his foot getting into a hole, or between the 
planks, the horſe plunging and ſtriving, may cafily breake his legge 
before he ſhall be able to get it forth, whereof I have more than once 
been oculates tefis: T hirdly,when you put forth your horſcs to run at 
| graſſe all,or the moſt part of Summer, during which time the ſcorch. 
ing heats wil {o ficcicate and dry the planks, which will cauſe them 
to warp, andthe pinnes which holdeth them down to the joyces will 
rot, and ſothe planks give way, eſpecially when horſcs(who not be. 
ing handled in ſome moneths before) becomming wild, — ; 
and ugruly,.are newly brought into the Stable, who feeling |

pitched flore hath no vaults or channels under them, like as hath-your | 
wherewith to convey the water which paſſerh from the 
horſes; hy which meanes the horſc lyeth over a moyſt and dampifh 
place and vault; and beſides that, the evill favour of the horle-piſle 
will be evermore intheir noſe, which is moſt unwhalelome, noy:- | 
ſotne, and many times che cauſc of much infirmityy neither can/irin 
reaſon be ſo warme as is the pitched flore, for that the chinkes and 
awger-holes boredthrough. the planks (whiclr muſt alwaics be kept 
open to letforththe urine) doth give way to the cold wind,: which 
continually aſcendeth upto the horſe, as welllying as ſtanding, can- 
not but doc him much daminage. I doe thetcforeafiirme, that if your | 
Groome have a care to litter his hatſe well, ſo-as he may: tyefottand 
warme, (whichisa prime property appertaining to his officey [your 
horſe will then proſper, and like much better upon pirched flore, 
then he can upona plaaked; provided your flore' be taid'even,

The ſame Author delivercth yet further what ought to be the 
colour and ſhape of a good horſe. Thoſe horſes (faich he) thar 
are of a cheſt-nut*colour, with Mane,” and Tayle blacke, are com. 
monly good.* The Sorrell, if his Mane, Taylc, Knces, Fet.lockes, 
and liſt along his backe, be blacke, andare for the moſt part good, if 
they be otherwile treefrom evill conditions; as not at any time to 
lye cowne in the water, reftife, and ſuch like bad qualities. The 
Browne-bay, Dunne, D ipplc-grey, iron-grey, ' if their extremities 
be black, are many rimes very good, if they be well choſen. All hor- 
ſes (ſaith he) muſt have good Legges, pood Feet, and their Fetlocks 
muſt not be overcharged with hayre; they muſt have allo good cyes, 
obedient mouthed, and well merted :they muſt not have fat or fleſhy 
lcgs, but to havea great belly, well riſen before, ſtratghr backr, not 
charged with over-greatſhoti{ders, he muſt have athinbended neck, 
like a Carps backe,a pood.Crouper, large Thighes, round well ſpread 
Buttockes, and a ttaine well ſet on: a leane, dry, and thin Head,a full |: 
ſparkling Eye,a wide Noſtrill,a wide,thin, & leane Iaw,a looſe Thro- 
pell,a well-rruſſed-together Body, and Legs nor tob'long* being thus | 
accooterd and ſhaped, it is probable' he will be very fetviceable. He 
alſo ſheweth ſignes whereby to knuw the'good br evil ſight of a 
horſe. Every horſe (faith he) hath a feather in' his Pace betwixt his 
eyes: it the ſaid feather be high above the eyes, then hatithe aſſured- 
ly a good and perfc ſight; bur if the feather be below his eyes. the 
horle then hath oft times a bad fight : Obſcrvethis rutewell,and you 
ſhall finde it to be athing moſt certaine. He alſo' giveth other marks 
rouching the Legges of a horſe: which bricfly are, that a horſe muſt 
have his fore-lcgs above the knees, to be ſtrong, flat, and large, albe- 
it the lower part of the Legges be ſmall: provided he havea, good: 
foot, which ſuppoſing, he may prove a horle of long continuance. 
Another Author ſpeaking of the colours of Horles, doth denotninate 
them after this manner, viz. A Brown- Bay, a Black-Roan, or Black 
full of filver hayres Cole-black, Cbeſt nut, Dark-Bay, Fly. bitten, ; 
or Whitc-Lyard. The Browne-Bay 1s ſo highly eſteemed with all 
Nations, as that they doc with one aſſent alwates ranke him in the 
very firſt place of colours: the Tralians and French doe fo much prize 
the Brown-Bay, as that they evermore call that colour Bayary Logall, 
the Loyall Bayard, or more properly according to our Engliſh 
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phraſc, Truſty Bayard. The French, Italians, and Germans doe ve- 
ry far commend and prefer three ſorts of colours in Horſes : to wit, 
the Browne-Bay, the Cheſt-nut, and the Cole-Black z but chey doe 
evermore preferre the Browne-Bay to the firſt place. Maſter Blux- 
devile, and Maſter Markbam doc both accord in the choyce of the 
Colours of thc Horſe, and they never doe faile in preterring the 
Browne-Bay to the firſt place.

Now as touching the perfect and true ſh2pe of a Horſe, whercin 
we have more contraricty of opinions, than zre cither in the Colour 
or Marks, whereof I have given youataſt already : Neverthelcfle, I 
will demonſtrate how tarre commonly all doe meete in the ſhape of 
a well timbred Horſe. Firſt therefore ic is required that the hoote be 
blacke, ſmooth,dry, large, round,and hollow : the Paſterns ſtraight, 
and upright, Ferlocks ſhort, the legges ſtraight, and far, called alſo 
lath-legged, the knees bony, leanc and round, the necke long, high- 
rear'd, and great towards the Breaſt, the Breaſt large and round, the 
Eares ſmall, ſharpe, long, and uprighr,the Forchead leane,and large, 
the Eyes great, full, and black, the Browes well filled and ſhooting 
outwards, the Iawes wide, flender, and leane, the Noſthrills wide, 
and open,the Mouth great,the Head long ,and leane like to a Sheepe, 
the Mane thin and large, the Withers ſharp and pointed, the Back 
ſhort, even, plaine,and double chined, the Sides, and Ribbes deepe; 
large, and bearing out like the cover of a Trunke, and cloſe ſhur ar 
the huckle-bone , the Belly long, and great, but hid under the ribs, 
the Flanks full, yet gaunt, the Rump round, plaine, and broad, with 
a large ſpace betwixt the Buttocks, the Thighs long, and large, wich 
wel-taſhioned bones, and thoſe fleſhy , the Hams dry, and ſtreight, 
the Trunchion ſmall, long, well ſer on, & well couched, the Trayne 
long, not too thick, and falling to the ground, the Yard, and Stones 
ſmall;and laſtly the Horſe to be well riſen betore. And to conclude, 
the perfect ſhape of a Horſe, according as a tamous Horſcman hath 
deſcribed, is in a few words, thus ; Fiz. A broad Forchead, a great |

rear'd Neck, high-rear'd Withers ; a broad, deepe Cheſt, and Bo- 
dy ; upright Paſterns, and a narrow Hoofte : And this is the common | 
allowed, and approved ſhape ofa perfe& Horſe ; fo as if any of theſe 
things be deficient in him, be cannot be ſaid to be a Horſe of a per- 
tet Shape : Wherefore I conciudethat if a Horſe of a good Colour, 
well Marked,and rightly Shaped, and right al{o by Syre,and Mare ; 
it will be ſcldome ſcene that he ſhould prove ill, unlefſe his Nature 
be alienated, and marred, cither in the Backing and Riding, or cllc 
that he be otherwiſe wronged, and moſt ſhamefully abuſed by the 
means of a hare-brain, negligent, or inconfiderate Rider orGroome. 
But I may in this point bee taxed to hold a Paradox ; for ſome may 
objeR unto me, that many times Horles, who are of the beſt Co-

todiſco urſe withthem of Horſemanſhip, they will calke ſo fillily,and

the weines trom the liver, which are natural parts; and the ſeed-weſſels 
from the ſores or gig#1tors, as the place of generation. 
Now toralmuch as I have ſhewed you the foure elements with their 
truc natures, the fonre burmours with their qualities, and the four z#- 
[ſrumentall members with their true conditions : It now remaincth rhat 
we intreat briefly of the foure waturall faculties,which 1s in every body, 
together with their true attributes : The firſt faculty isto eate, the [c- 
cond to retaine, the third to concoet, and the fourth to expel. Andto 
"anſwer to thelc foure faculties, you muſt underſtand thar there are re- 
ſiding inthe body, the afore-named bumonrs, that 15 to lay, Bloud, 
Flegme, Choler, and Mclancholy, whereot ature maketh ule of the: 
{crvice of but one of theſe onely to work upon, which is an excrement. 
which we doe juſtly callwhey,or wheyiſb-bloud, whole engendring is 
wroughtinthe liver, and ſo conveieth it ſclfe into the veines, at what 
time the foure humours doe take from the body that forme 'and ſub. 
{tanceir ought to aſſume : and of this very /;quer doth xatare lerve it 
ſelfe, to reſolve the meat, and ſoto operate that the ſame may paſſe 
through the ſtraight caves, conducts, pores, and paſſages, carrying nou- 
riſhment to all the parts of the bogy.

As touching 
their vertues all the learned doc hold, that Fire by meancs of its heat, 
exCiteth matter to Generation, and occafioneth warmth in every li- 
ving body, and it doth ripen things raw and undigeſted, in ſuch ex- 
cellent and ſubtle wiſe, as that the Ayre,which isof a more groſle na- 
ture, may the better enter into the body, making a commixcure with 
the Fire, whereby alſo it moderateth the heat of the Fire, the cold- 
neſle of the Water, and the dryneſfſe of the Earth, ſo as diſtemper 
may the leſſe oppreſic the Body. The Aire by reaſon ofits moyſtnes 
maketh the matter apt to reccive its naturall ſhape, and through the

- Neither were it poſſible for a Horſe 
to endure ſo great labour and toyle, or to undergoe ſogreat and 10 
many waies, ſuch extreame violences as daily he doth, it Nature had 
not endowed him with his organal parts correſp6dentto his ſtrength 
ablencſle, and ativity of body : neyther could he have any memory 
at all, but appeare a Lum of feb and bones without motion. Bur not 
to verberate the Ayre ; f affirme that a Horſe hath his Breines in as 
compleate meaſure, albcit(as I have but now touched not in ſo great 
a quantity as other beets have, but inas ample, 1olid, and ſufficient 
manner as any other living creature, together withthe s&;»xe, which 
Artiſts qe call Paxwicles, which doth adhere to the bones conduted 
by the Cells or Condutts by which the Fitel Spirits doe give ſome 
fceling,ſenſe, & motion to the body, from whence proceeds the eaules 
of diſcaſes and ficknefſe.

Horſe that goeth toegraſle , and putting it to the other Ingredicars, 
worke it to a Salve, and app'y it plaiſter-wiſe to the place good hot, 
renewing it twice every day for 1o long time as you ſhall think co be 
convenient, 

Now Maſter Blandevile, and Maſter Markham doe both agrec in 
the Cure of an Atteint which is thus : Firſt, waſh and bath the place 
with warme Water, and ſhave the haire ſo farre asthe ſwelling go- 
cth ; then ſcarrifie the ſore place with the point of a Razor, that the 
bloud may iffue forth : Thentake Cantharides and Euforbium , of 
cach halfe an ounce, powdered, and mingle them together with a 
quarterne of Sope, and with a ſhy ſpread ſome of the Oyntment o- 
ver allthe ſore, ſuffering him to reſt in tne place where you dreſſed 
' him for one halfe houreafter, and then you may take him into the 
Stable, there letting him ſtand withour Litter, and ſotyed that hee 
may not touch the ſore with his Mowth, and thenthe next day uſe 
him in the ſame manner againe ; then the third day annoint the place 
with freſh Butter z continuing ſo to doe by the ſpace of nine dayes, 
and at nine daics cnd, make him this bath.

danger. To ſpeaketherefore firſt of the Bled Spawicn, it isa Dilcaſc 


which groweth upon the boogh,with a ſwelling which is full of bloud, 


| which though it be greateſt uponthe infide, yetthe ſwelling appea- 


reth alſo upon the out fide, being fed and nouriſhed by the great 
veine which runneth along the infide of the 2b:gh, and fo commerh 
along the inſide of the havgh, and ſo downethe bee to the poſfberne, 
and lo from the paſte» to the bottome of the flue.

They are ſo ap- 
paranttothe eye, that any man may point at them with his finger. 
The way to free your Horſe of them, is firſt : take up ſuch veines as 
you may know to feed them; then ſhave away the hayre from abour 
the places, and for foure dayes together, lay Ag:ptiacum to them; at 
foure dayes cnd, waſhand bathe the-places with itrong wine vineger 
made hot; then take wine vineger one pince, green coperas and Dy- 
ers gals, of cach toute ounces, cantharides two ounces, bay ſalt one 
handfull, make theſe into fine powder,and let them boyle on the fire 
with the vinegera little, and ſo waſh the ſorances therewith ſcalding 
hot, and every thirdday continue thus to doc till you perceive them 
to dry up. Let the ſcurfe fall away of its own accord at leiſure, ifany 


more ſhall happento grow forth afterwards,apply the ſame medicine 


aine, albeit it was formerly cured by the ſame thing:yet I have not

Attuall and Potemitall ; your Camery aual is made by hot bur- 
ning inſtruments, with which you ſearcand burn thoſe places which 
be requilite for the perfcRing of the-Cure you have in hand, which 
cannot be peradventure otherwiſe well cured, but by giving of the 
fire: as in caſe of great impoſtumations,ſtanching of b/oud in wounds, | 
or in ſearing of werwes, finewes, or the like : or elſe in caſe of diſmem- 
brine, if other meancs be nor at hand, , whereby to ſtay the flux of 
blod without danger of bleeding to.death, and fo likewiſe in very 
many caſes of this nature, wherein I doe adviſe all men that are not 
very perfect in giving the fire, that they doe not praiſe upon Hor. 
Cautery | ſes of price, but firſt upon Iades, and low-prized Horſes, to the end 
atinall, | they may the better cometo know how to carry their hand, and to 
underſtand themſelves inthis Art the better : as when theyare to

bers ſwelled: you ſhall beſides bring forthall cvill and putrifaRious 
matter congealed and gathered into knots, as Wens, Biles, Puſtils, 
Exulccrations, and the like : you ſhall alſoaſlwage old griefes, and 
make perfeR all ſuch parts ofthe body as be any way corrupted : nei- 
ther ſhall you need feare the increaſe ofany evill humonrs, by reaſon 
that the 5kiw being ſevered by meanes of the hot iron, it doth ripen 
and digeſt all manner of putrifation and matrative ſtuffe, whereby 
it ycateth and paſſeth away much more eaſily, healing and qualify- 
ingall griefe and paine, cauſing the wember which before was ſub- 
jcto feſtring and to gangrene.,to become the ſounder, and by much 
the ſtronger, {o as nothing of diſadvantage will be remaining, but the

But then you muſt have a very 
oreat regard unto your Inſtruments that they be made according to 
the nature and quality of the place and member which is to be ſcared: 
for one faſhion will not ſerve in all caules; for as the places which 
are to be cauterizedare commonly different in fhape and proportion, 
ſoalſo ought the ſhapes and faſhions of your inſtruments to be made 
accordingly. Youarealſo to have a ſpeciall care to the heating of 
your inſtruments, which ought to be done with a right good judge- 
ment; for as they muſt not be too cold, ſo ought they not to be too 
hot, for by that meanes you may eaſily enflame the cauterized places 
roo much: Againe, in giving the fire great care muſt be had tothe 
bearing of the hand, for therein conſiſteth very great cunning, andas 
I have before admoniſhed youto becarefull that you touch not any 
ſinew or ligament, ſono fire isto be given tothe diſlocation or fracti- 
onof any bone.

Hippoſ. As touching Cliſters,there be ſundry kindes of Purgations, 
and therefore to the end you ſhall the better "underſtand them and 
their proper vertues; I will firſt anatomize unto you the leverall 'de- 
grces of Purgations : and by reaſon I have been much, and that for a 
longtime verſed in this ſubjeR, 1 am not aſhamed ro diſcover unto 
you from whence I had my firſt grounds and' principles; for every 
man (as the Proverb is) muſt have a beginning; to wit, he muſt be a 
ſcholler before he can be Maſter : for as Sezeca faith very well, 1t & 
great temerity in any man io take upon him to be a"Maſter, who did never 
know what it was to have beene a Schollar, My firlt rudiments therefore 
I received for Maſter Blandevile, and after fomewhat I attained unto 
by the help of Maſter Markham, both very well travelled in this 
Art, the reſt I atchicyedipartly in my #ravels, and partly from my 
| particularpraiſe and experience. Now Maſter Markham followeth 
Maſter Blundevile in many things verbatim, inthe reſt in ſubſtance, 
| wherein Maſter Markham doth more largely dilate and deliver him- 
lelfe, making thereby oft times many things more cleare and appa- 
rant, yet they both aſſent in what they ſay; viz. that Purgation 18 de+ 
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perfluous humeurs, which doe cumber, peſter, and diſturb the body 
with their peccant condition: affirming that ſuch il! 4awours do breed 
| much bad nutriment, which the learned doe call Cacochymia, which 
when it will not be corrected or amended, cither by faire meanes, or 
by the help of nature, then muſt it be compelled, forced, and driven 
away by Purgation, Yomit, Chiſter, or Suppoſitory. And whereas Ma. 
' ſter Blundevile ſaith, that Hortcs are not uſed to be purged by Yorir, 
' as men bezl in conference with him once asked him the reafon there- 
' of; he anſwered me, for thatthe necke of the Horſe was of that 
length, as not to be able to purge by vowre, which tor the preſent I 
 tooke for ſatisfaRion; I then imagming the thing notto be kaowne, 
; untill ſuch time as I travelling into remote parts, where I had fre- 
| quent commerce with famous Marſbats and Ferriers, I at length faſt- 
ned upon one eminent for his faculty, who upon occaſion offered, 
| uſed to adminiſter vomit to Horſes as frequently as he did either 
| Purgation or Clyſter : which thing when I well obferved, I deman- 
| ded ita Horlc could vomzt, and to what purpole he did adminifter in 
[that kindez he anſwered methata Horſe could wemir, and that 
| heott times adminiſtred for the ſame end, and thereupon both gave 
me his Receit, and did adminiſter in my preſence, and made me an 
, eye-witnefſerothe working, not in one Horle alone, butin ſundry 0- 
| thers, Bur now leaving this to its proper place, I come to affoyle 
' your demand as touching Chyfers,their natures and vertues. Chfers 
ſecundum vulgw are called Ghifters, but the more learned aſſume the 
| name Clyfer, borrowed from the latine word Cher, from whence 
the French hath it Clyſfere. Now whereasall other kindes of Phyfick 
15 r«ccived inatthe mouth, Clyſters and $ aries are adminiſtred 
' per Anum, whole natures for the moſt part areto purge the guts, and 
| ro cauic the Horſe ro voyd, (and to throw forth'of his beffy ſuch ha- 
| mowrs 25 doc offend himin matter of his health. to allay the ſh:rpe- 
 nefie of bad hamonrs, toclanſe ulcers, to aftwage the grictes and 
' paines inthe befy cauſed by winde or otherwite, and fo likewife in 
, many other cales. Now Clyftersarc not all of one and the ſeme na- 
' rure, neither are they all /zxar-wes (as many doc imagine) or do ſerve 
' to one and the ſame end : for ſome muſt be made togive caſe, ſome 
' are reffringens, and doc binde, ſome do looſen and paree, fome are ta 
' cleanle wicers, old and long running fores, and ſome to prepare the 
| body the better to receive its Phyſicke, whereby it may the better 
| worke, which otherwiſe cannor be adminiftred without muct: perill 
| tothe liteof the ſicke creature. So that a Clyſtey is (1 lay) commagly 
| given for a Preparative or beginning to purgation, And a Clyſter by 
| cleapfing the guts, refreſheth the well parts, and prepareth the way 
' before. Wheretore I doe admonith every Ferrier, that when atany 
time they are to adminiſter Phyficke ro a Horſe, whether Pargative or 
otherwile, if the Horſe be notatthe time foluble in body, that after 
 bloud-lettive the next day he give a Clyfter, and then may he be the 
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bolder to adminiſter what he ſhall chinke moſt requikte : leſt other- 
wiſc by giving medicine, without further preparation, he ſtirre and 
; provoke the peccant humours, which by reaſon they cannot finde pre- 
ſent way forth, being hindred by oppilations in the gats, through 
coſtiveneſſc and ventofity, - and other impediments do attempt to 
make thcir paſſage by a contrary way, which'cannot be done, bur 
with great hazard tothe lite of the poore beaſt.

A decodtion is a broth made of certain herbs, as Mallows, 
Marſh-Mallowes, Palletory, Camomile, and ſometimes of white 
Lilly.roots, and other ſuch like things, which we do boyle in water 
troathird part, and ſometimes weulc in ſtead of hearbs and water, to 
take the fat ot beefe broath, or the broath of a. Shceps head, Milke; 
Whay, and ſome ſuch kinde of liquor. | 

Hippoph. has quantity of Broth or Decoction doe you uſually put in, 
wheregf to make your Clyiter ? 

Hippeſ. That we' doe adminiſter according to the age, ſtrength, 
greatneſle, and corpulency of the Horle; tor if he bea Horſe of a

cold, but ifhe have great kernels, then was not the cold fo lately ta- 
ken as you might have imagined; alſo if he doe rattle in the head, it is 
a ſigne his cold is newly raken, or if he doe voyd any thinne matter 
forth of his xoſe or eyes, or it he hold his head into the manger; or if 
when he drinketh, the water commeth out of his #efrils, or that he 
cougheth oft, and ſometimes perhaps cheweth mattrative ſtuffe be- 
twixt his reeth, &c.

No truely, there is no ſuch diſeaſe, for that which is called 
the mourning of the Chixe, is none other thing than a plain and rank 
Glanders, which _ few of our Engliſh Ferriers doe know how to 
cure, which hath irs firſt ſource and origen from a cold which being 
let ran long, commeth to be a Glanders, which in time doth waſte 
the liver of the Horſe, whereby he dycth, for if 'for your better un- 
derſtanding you ſhall be pleaſedto open Herſes which doe dye of this 
diſeaſe, you ſhall evermore finde the chine and pith of the Horſe to be 
ſound and whole, but the {wer periſhed, and his luzes putrificd, by 
reafon whereof the Horſe long before his death caſteth forth of his 


| #oſe much corrupt and ſtinking matter and filth; wherefore this ma- 


lady cannot in rcaſon be ſtiled the moarning of the Chixe, but mecrely 
the Glaunders; and for remedy thereof, you ſhall have ſundry excel- 
lent Receits when we ſhall cometo handle this diſcaſe, and therfore 
till then I forbeare to ſpeake any more thereof.

fiveneſle, the Asmat or Purtifick, as Artiſts'doe call it, Three cauſes 
there be of this infirmity, two whereof proceed from a cold former- 


| ly taken, andrhe third from another cauſe, as ſhall preſently be de- 


monſtrated. The firſt is an exulceration of the lungs, which doth bc- 
gin from acold; the ſecond by clinging and growing together of 
the lights, whoſe origen came alfo ot cold; and thethird is a diſloca- 
tion of the lungs,and this laſt commeth by meanes of fome violent or 


were become diſlocared, difplaced,or turned inthe body ot the Horſe, 
every of which doc occafion ſhortneſſe of breath, by reaſonthe lungs 
have not power ſufficient (bcing the bellowes of the body) to open, 
ſhut, and play at pleaſure; and this is the cauſe why the Hurlc hea- 
verth at the r:bs and flankes, fercherh his breath ſhort and hot at the 
zoſe, wheeſeth,and oft rimes recleth when heis put to little that doth 
ſtraine his winde, and therefore ſo long as he is kept in the ſtable at 


|dry and hard meats, he heaveth more then when he isat graſle, for if 


you doe waſh his Provender in Ale or Beere, and ſprinkle his Hay

ſudden a& or motion of the body, or by ſome fall whereby the /ungs |

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runneth at graſlc, he heaveth ſolictle, as hardly to be ſcen, and the 
reaſon is, for that the Horſe having naturally a very moyſt body, the 
cold which he hath taken doth fo condenſe and make thicke thoſe 
humours which before were thinne, which doe (whilſt they were ze- 
»«cs) paſſe moſt caſily through the pores,but now they are become 
thick, viſcous, and ſlimy, ſtopping the pores in ſuch ſort, as hardly 
to be ablc to breath, but with great labour and no lefle paine, which 
doth provoke him to heave and lift, by reaſon that the lungs, pores, 
and prpes arc ſo ſtopped and oppreſt, as not to- be able to pertorme 
their tunRion and naturallofhice, for which nature hath created them, 
and beſides thoſe ſtoppings doe conſtraine him to cough and labour 
ſo extreamely, as to endanger oft times the breaking of a weywe, from 
whenee cnſue many more inconveniences then this one : neyerthe. 
Ice you may have meanes to help his winde, but to recover him per- 
tc and ſound againe, I dare not — promiſe you, and if you 
be ſolicitous to underſtand more of this ſubjeR, to ſave both your 
owne labour and mine, if you will be pleaſed to peruſe Maſter Blan- 
devile and Maſter Markham, they arc able to give you ample ſariſ- 
faction.

Hippoſ. Yea, thatit were Sir very much awiſle, for foto do, were 
certaine death, for in caſes of Conſwmptiens you muſt take no bloud at 
all, but rather labour to cheriſh the b/o#d he hath, for his debility and 
tceblenefle wilbe ſuch, as that he conſuming ſo much in his Fleſh, 
you muſt rather endeavourto procurc his ſtrength then any way to 
hinder the ſame,which the loſle of b/oxd may moſt cafily do. Nei- 
| ther muſt you be too buſte in adminiſtring unto him Purges, but Cor- 
dials, as Diapemte, Diateſſeron, Duke powder,Cerazall powder and ſuch 
like reſtoratives,alſo by giving him good meat, as good ſtrengthning 
bread and harening,well made and of purpoſe for;him, if he will cate 
bread, Gam bathed Barley, and Oates,alſo boyled Beanes,and 
ſuch like hearty meat,as will reſtore him,and to give him ſometimes 
abont midday a quart of ſtrong Ale or Beere, is very good,and will 
grcatly comtort him. And thus keeping him warme, feeding him, 
and ordering him well, you may in time recover him againe.

Sickxeſſeis of divers natures, proceeding trom 
IS v XK undry cauſcs, having everyone its diſtin ſymp- 

< (a >> TINY] toms, and therefore do require ſeverall reme- 
dics ; wherefore that you may the better know how and when any 
ſickneſſe commeth, obſerve I pray, but theſe foure principles fol. 


lowing, and you ſhall never erre. viz. | - 
Firſt, that all ſickneſſe commeth either by heates in over .violent 


| EXErCile, as when the Horſe ( v. g. ) hath his greaſe molten,the heart 


overchaged, the wita# bloxd forced from the inward parts, and the 
large Pores and Orifices of the heart ſo obſtructed, agd ſtopped, that 
the ſpirits cannot returne backe torhcir proper places, fo as the Or- 


| gans of the Body cannot rejoyce, butby this meanes the body muſt of 


neceſſity languiſh, founder, and mortihe. 
Secondly, dangerous fickneſſe commeth alſo by colds, as by in- 


diſcrecte or negligent kecping, aswell before as after long and vio- 
lent exerciſe, and thenis the head perplexed, the eyes dulled, and pai- 
ned, the rootes of the tongue inflamed and ſwelled , the lawges with 
rhumes tickled and offended , occaſioning ſtrong, and laborious 
coughirg, and the Noſthrifis often diſtilling and powring forth filthy 
and corrupt matter. 

Thirdly, dangerous fickneſſe commeth alſo by ſurfet of foode, 
citherby cating too much, or too little of what is good, or alſo of 
that which is not wholeſome, lo as the firſt killeth, or at leaſt debili- 
tateth the Sromacke, opprefleth the Heart, and ſendeth up thoſe evill 
fumes into the Head by which are ingendred the Stavars, Frenzies, 
and other mortall diſcaſcs, the ſecond putrifies the blozd, and con- 
vertSall its nutriment intocorruption, from whence preccedes the 
Yellows, Farcin, Feavers, Mainges, and other ſuch like peſtilent, le- 
prous and loathſomme diſcaſes, which ſuffocating the hears, and clog- 
ging the Sromacke, dilates and ſpreads it ſelfe univerſally over the 
whole body, leaving no memver 'free, and confoundeth every faculty," 
and member thereot. 

Fourthly, and laſtly, dangerous fickneſle comes alſo by accident,

Aſſuredly Sir the diſeaſes of the Liver are many , but yet 
the true and certaine grounds, how to diſcover them is beyond cve- 
ry Ferriers skillto comple ; nevertheleſſe that there be many, and 
thoſc ſeverall and diſtin Infirmities inthe Ziver , no man needes 
make doubt:for if the Liver be eyther too hor, or too dry, too moilt, 
or too cold, may calily be diſeaſed, which muſt needs occurre to the 
Horſe, eyther by intemperate riding or labour, or by evill toode, or 
by mcanes of cvill and corrupt 4»mors, which do gather tothe place, 
or by the ovei flowing of the Gall, or when Cheler is predominare, it 
being cheifly ingendred through heart, like as cold begerteth Flegme, 
which cauſcth the ſicknefle and ill diſpoſition of the Ziver, together 
with its payne and anguiſh, whence proceede inflamations, and Im- 
poſtumacions, ſtoppings, obſtruftions, knobs, yea and very pernici- 
ous Vicers, every of which do cauſe the generall Conſumption and 
diſeaſe thereof. If the diſeaſe of the Liver do proceed from any hot 
| cauſe, & is more cafie to bee diſcovered, then if it came from any 
| cold eaule, for that it doth diſcover it ſelfe by theſe apparant fignes 
viz, Hewill bee lcane and fall away of his feſh, hee will loath his 
' meate..and that which he cateth doth him little or no good, for want 

of ready digeſtion, his ordure wilbe very offenſive, his thirſt great,

otherwiſe, neither are they ſo wholeſome, nor ſo powerfull where- 
| by rg performe their office for which they were made and compoun.

ſieht, for by taking much #/oud trom a Horſe weakcely ſighted, will on 
'a ludden cauſe him to become fone blinge, like as by experience I 
have often knowne and obſerved. But now to conclude this. Para- 
graph, becauſe I have not yet handled one part apperraining to a ſore 
eye, viz, for an eye which by an unlucky ſtroke or ſtripe is broken and 
beaten out of the head of the Horſe.

the head, braine, and fomacke of the hyrſe, ſometimes they cxpell and 7 
caule the horſe to veut, and to.ſend away athis woſe and wourh, much 
fileh andeorruption, which doth top, clog, and peſter his head and 
body, and fomctimes they do ficcicate and dry up many bad humour, 
whichare cngendred: inthe head and braine, and ſo likewiſe many 
vertues Perfumes have whereot very many of our Ferriers here in
